SOURCE PREDICTS 


Believes That Sir Stafford 
Cripps Will Be Prime 
Minister Within Three 
Months. 


By DREW MIDDLETON 
LONDON, March 5 (AP). — A 
well-informed political source, com- 
menting on the failure of recent 
Cabinet changes to quiet public 


and parliamentary criticism of the 
Government, said today there was 
every likelihood that Sir Stafford 
Cripps would replace Winston 
Churchill as Britain’s Prime Min- 
ister. 

This source went so far as to 
predict that Churchill would be 
unseated within three months. 

After bitter parliamentary 4e- 
bates it must be emphasized, this 
source said, that while Churchill 
is vastly popular in the United 
States he has. steadily lost the 
strength of his hold on the British 
masses since the fall of Crete last 


June. 
Cripps More Popular. 

Cripps, on the other hand, has 
grown in stature as a result of his 
work as Ambassador to Russia, a 
fact recognized by his recent ap- 
pointment to the Cabinet post of 
Lord Privy Seal. 

The steady growth of an opposi- 
tion group in Parliament, as de- 


scribed by this source, is “all .the 


more important since it transcends 
party lines.” 

He said the opposition to Church- 
ill was dissatisfied primarily on 
these points: 

1. Sending the battleship Prince 
of Wales and battle cruiser Re 
pulse to Malaya after asserted

THOUSANDS OF JAP 
TROOPS BELIEVED 


MacArthur Reports 3 Ships 
Sunk by U. S. Planes 
Were Loaded With En- 
emy Soldiers. 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (AP). 
—Gen. Douglas MacArthur report- 
ed to the War Department today 
his belief that thousands of Jap- 
anese soldiers were drowned in 
the surprise raid yesterday of his 
little air force on Subic Bay at the 
north end of Bataan Peninsula. 

Three large. vessels which were 
sunk were identified later, a War 
Department communique said, as 
transports loaded with “enemy 
troops. Those killed met death by 
drowning or as a result of explo- 
sion of ammunition aboard, the 
communique said. 

A morning communique yester- 
day said two ships, one of 10,000 
tons, and the other of 8000 tons, 
were sunk. Later in the day an- 
other communique, based on 
further information, added a 12,- 
000-ton vessel to the toll, making 
a total of 30,000 tons. 

Meeting no aerial] opposition for 
the first time since the Pacific war 
started, none of the American 
planes was damaged. 

The War Department’s com- 
munique, based on reports received 
here up to 9:30 a. m. follows: 

“1, Philippine theater: 

“Gen. MacArthur reports that 
the three large enemy vessels sunk 
in Subic Bay by our surprise air 
attack on March 4 have been iden- 
tified ag transports, loaded with 
Japanese troops. It is believed that 
thousgnds of enemy soldiers were 
drowned when the vessels sank, or 
were killed as a result of explo- 
sions of ammunition carried on 
board the ships. None of our air- 
craft was damaged. It was the 
first time since the war began that 
no enemy aircraft was present dur- 
ing an action. 

“2. Hawaii: 

“A single enemy plane dropped 
several bombs near Honolulu... The 
missiles were dropped from above 
the clouds and did no damage. 
The plane is believed to have come 
from a Japanese vessel west of the 
Hawaiian Islands..

RUSSIANS ASSERT 
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TRAPPED GERMAN 


36,000 Nazis Killed Since 
Staraya Russa Battle Be- 


gan, London Hears— 
Reds Smash Defense 
Zone in Smolensk Drive.

MOSCOW, March 5 (AP).—Die- 
patches from the front today said 
the Red Army was throwing tanks 
into an attack which was “destroy- 
ing the remnants” of Col. Gen Von 
Busch’s — German Army, 
encircled in the Staraya Russa sec- 
tor, below Lake Iimen 140 miles 
south of Leningrad. The Russians 
also reported their troops had 
cracked a Nazi defense zone in 
the drive on Smolensk, west of 
Moscow, 
- The Soviet accounts said the 


tanks scored particuarly damaging 
blows against the German 502nd 
Regiment and captured a heavily- 
fortified settlement where the 
Nazis had erected great snow walis 
covered with ice. They said the 
Nazis were desperately trying to 
organize anti-tank units from reg- 
ular infantry and sapper com- 


panies. 

Heavy Nazi Losses Reported. 

The Fifth German Infantry Di- 
vision, which tried to help Col, Gen. 
Von Busch’s forces, was declared 
to have suffered great losses, It 
had been intended for use in the 
spring, but was rushed in from 
France in a relief expedition, the 
Reds said. 

(The beleaguered Sixteenth Army 
—while originally made up of at 
least 96,000 men—“had lost 36,000 
killed since the attack began” some 
18 days ago, said a Stockholm 
dispatch to the London News 
Chronicle. The British radio re- 
ported Germans captured about 
Staraya Russa related they ~ had 
gone without food for six days and 
described the plight of their com- 
rades as catastrophic.) 

“Two enemy JU-52s landed on 
an airdrome,” the Soviet Informa- 
tion Bureau said in telling of op- 
erations against aerial troop and 
freight carriers seeking to supply 
the Germans. “Our artillery 
opened fire and with the first salvo 
destroyed both German planes.” 

Three Retaken. 

A Northwestern front unit was 
said to have reoccupied three vil- 
Jages and killed more than 100 
invaders through an action in 
which they turned captured field 
‘guns upon the Germans.

Four aerial bombs, the first to fell 
on the Hawalian islands since the

Two of the bombs apparently ex- 
ploded simultaneously, since only 
three heavy explosions were heard 
by Honoluluans and the Army at 
first reported only three bombs 
fell. The bombs wefe ieee 
about 2:15 a. m. 

“What was believed to be an 
enemy plane,” the Army announce- 
ment said, “flew over Oahu Island 
early today (Wednesday) and 
dropped three medium sized bombs 
on the outskirts of Honolulu. The 
plane was flying at a high alti- 
tude. Where it came from is not 
known. There were no casualties 
and no damage except a few 
broken windows.” 

Planes Search for Raider. 

(In Washington, the War De- 
partment announced that Amer- 

ican planes engaged in a search 
for the raider, which was be- 
lieved to have come from a Japa- 
nese vessel west of Hawaii, but 
that unfavorable weather condi- 
tions, with poor visibility, ham- 
pered their efforts.) 

The bombs landed in a forested 
terrain 1000 yards northeast of 
the Roosevelt High School and 
about two miles from. the heart of 
the city. They dug craters 25 to 
40 feet across and about 600 yards 
apart. The concussion ripped 
foliage from trees for a consider- 
able distance. Windows blown out 
included some in the home of 
Navy Lieut. Harrison R. Cooke. 

Searchlights flecked the sky 
briefly seeking out the plane which 
apparently was traveling due south 
across the island toward Diamond 
Head. ‘ 

Air Raid Sirens Sounded. 

At the time the explosions were 
heard air raid sirens sounded. 
Army officials at first said they 
were sounded inadvertently and 
that there was no air raid. Soon, 
however, road workers discovered 
the holes. 

The explosions awakened many 
residents and sent them hurrying 
to bomb shelters. Some Honolu- 
luang reported hearing many 
planes. Some reported even seeing 
several. None of these reports were 
confirmed, Residents in the vicin- 
ity of the bomb craters said they 
heard the swish of the falling 
missiles, 

Although it was the first in- 
stance of aerial ‘bombing since 
Dec. 7, islands of the Hawaiian 
group have had several shellings 
by submarines, with little or no 
damage to shore property.

Scheufler said the other three 
insurance men cited, former State 
Senator McMillan Lewis, R..

Convicted of Killing Houston (Tex.)

Any test. of James A. Storm’s 
chemically-treated Illinois coal at 
the University of Illinois must in- 
clude a demonstration of the secret 
chemieal treatment before an offi- 
clal observer for the university, 
J. M, Lindgren, head of the ap- 
plied chemistry testing department, 
informed Smoke Commissioner 
Raymond R. Tucker by letter yes- 
terday. 

Tucker requested Lindgren to 
specify what conditions must be 
met by Storm preparatory to a 
complete test at the university, to 
avoid any duplication of the situa- 
tion last month when a scheduled 
test. was called off after a contro- 
versy over testing methods to be 
used, 

In his letter, Lindgren said the 
university was willing to go ahead 
with the testing “provided we 
know something about the sub- 
stance used to treat the coal.” 

“This doesn’t necessarily mean,” 
he wrote, “that an analysis be 
made, but we should know if this 
substance is readily available, if 
there is a possibility that it varies 
in composition, or if there is any 
danger in its use from either han- 
dling or burning.” 


He then suggested that “some 
party be present when the coals 
are treated and follow them close- 
ly to the laboratory,” or “better 
still, that we treat the coal here.” 
There should be available at least 
one-half ton for the. test, “to al- 
low for various rates of burning,” 
he added. : 


In his letter to Lindgren, Smoke 
Commissioner Tucker said: “As 
you are aware, I am not interested 
in the ingredients of Mr. Storm’s 
formula if the fuel does not pass 
the requirements of the ordinance 
as far as smoke-making charac- 
teristics are concerned. If, how- 
ever, it does conform in this re- 
spect, I am still interested in the 
ingredients, 


“This matter, in my belief, is 
separate and distinct from the 
present tests, and should be con- 
sidered only after these tests are 
conducted.” 


Tucker has insisted that the for- 
mula of Storm’s secret process be 
given to him before he will admit 
the processed coal to the St. Louis 
market, even though it pass all 
smoke tests. The City Counselor’s 
office, however, has given an opin- 
ion that Storm is not required to 
divulge the formula under the 
smoke-control ordinance.

“T agree,” said Henderson. “This 
is a social problem, the like of 
which this country has never faced 
before.” 

Henderson told the committee of 
experiments with a new recapping 
process which would use only one 
and a half ounces of crude rubber 
for recapping a tire and also he 
told of a new reclaimed tire which 
would use less than a pound of 
crude rubber. He made it clear 
that in his estimates of the short- 
age he had, however, taken into 
account the best that could be ex- 


pected from such new develop- 


ments. 
For Lower Speed Limit, ‘ 

It is essential, Henderson 
stressed, that speed laws through- 
out the country be brought down 
immediately to a uniformed 40 
miles an hour. The speeder, said 
Henderson, will soon be in a class 
with the slacker.

TAX BIL 1 URGED 


Senate Committee Suggests 
Splitting of Measure So 
New Revenue Could Be 
Collected Sooner. 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (AP). 


—The Senate Finance Committee 
suggested today the immediate en- 
actment of a $1,300,000,000 excise 
tax measure separate from the 
general revenue bill now under 
consideration. 

It instructed Chairman George 
(Dem.), Georgia, to confer with 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee on the matter? 

The action was proposed by 
Senator Brown (Dem.), Michigan, 
who told Senate committee mem- 
bers that the Federal Government 
was losing revenue it otherwise 
might collect by failing to increase 
excise taxes at once. He pointed 
out that the Treasury had estimat- 
ed the delay in enacting a similar 
separate measure last year had 
cost the Treasury more than 
$30,000,000 a month in collections. 

Reason for Proposal. 

The Treasury recommended the 
levying of $1,344,000,000 in addi- 
tional. exciae taxes on manufac- 
tured articles as a part of its gen-

from members of the House Ways 
and Means Committee when it was 
outlined Tuesday, but apparently 
the reaction was less cordial in the 
other wing of the Capitol. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, a Fi- 
nance Committee member, assert- 
ed that the Treasury was following 
an “unwisé policy” in proposing 
surtax increases which would drain 
off 55 per cent of the earnings of 
corporations with more than §25,- 
000 net income annually. 

Burden Too Big, Says Taft. 

He told reporters he duubted 
that individual taxpayers could as- 
sume the staggering burden of $3,- 
200,000,000 in new levies which the 
Treasury called for. It is likely, 
he said, that Congress will have 
to soften these increases and turn 
to new forms, such as a sales tax. 
to produce the needed revenue. | 

Taft said that if the $3,060,000,000 
‘additional corporation taxes pro- 
posed by the Treasury were im- 
posed, there might be a conseqtient 
stifling of manufacture of essentia] 
civilian goods and in war produc- 
tion as well.

Port on South Coast Raided. 

Across Middle Java, on the 
farther (southern) shore from the 
Japanese infiltration assault, the 
principal port of Tiilatjap, was 
bombed yesterday, the high com- 
mand said, but the damage was 
slight. 

Tijilatjap is now of “great strate- 
gic importance as the last possible 
harbor at which reinforcements 
might be disembarked in compara- 
tive safety,” said Aneta, Dutch 
mews agency. 

“All over Java the battle against 
the Japanese invasion troops is 
now raging,” said the communique. 

“Because of the peculiar char- 
acter of infiltration warfare, as a 
result of which establishment of a 
regular front is completely impos- 
sible, it is difficult to give a clear 
review of the state of affairs. 

“On the whole, however, the Jap- 
anese have numerical superiority 
and are advancing continually. 

“In this way they succeeded, in 
gapite of the heroic and courageous 
resistance of our troops, in occupy- 
ing several places. Definite air 
superiority contributed to the suc- 
cess of the enemy.” 

The loss of the airdrome at 
Kalidjati was acknowledged 
through a report that defending 
Hurricane fighters had attacked 
the field, losing two of their num- 
ber in a strafing of grounded Japa- 
mese Zero (naval fighter) planes.

Some oil industry executives be- 
lieve, he related, that the tire 
shortage would reduce civilian use 
of motor vehicles to such an ex- 
tent that rigid curtailment of gaso- 
line consumption would be unnec- 
essary, while others are convinced 
that rationing is unavoidable. 
Ickes added that he had received 
a report that the tire situation al- 
ready had resulted in an 18 per 
cent decrease in gasoline purchases 
in the Chicago area. 

Ickes’ office called on the indus- 
try to pool its petroleum and prod- 
ucts wherever necessary through- 
out the country to meet supply dif- 
ficulties. The office previously had 
recommended such action im the | 
Eastern area only.

EHIND us,

It is 
here that the hitch may come in, 
with airplane manufacturers doubt- 
ing that the total for the last 
three. months can be achieved 
without substantial changes. 


Shortages Delay Work. 

I talked recently with a director 
of one of the largest airplane com- 
panies in the country. This man 
is a production man rather than a 
financier. He said categorically 
that his plants could produce twice 
as many planes if it were not for 
material shortages, constantly de- 
veloping. 

One of the acute shortages is in 
aluminum forgings, but there are 
many others, Thirty thousand 
parts go into a bomber and a delay 
in producing even small gadgets 
may result in accumulation of par- 
tially completed planes. 

One of the first tasks for the 
new production director will be to 
standardize and simplify plane 
types. At present the aviation in- 
dustry is turning out about 70 dif- 
ferent types and the necessity is

A Call to Defend the Anti-Smoke Law. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:, 
HE indifference of some St. — 
ans, especially property owners, to 
the attacks on our anti-smoke law is as- 
tonishing. 

Before the enactment of this law, St. 
Louis was fast becoming a deserted city. 
Too many “Black Tuesdays” were driving 
merchants from our streets and home- 
owners far out in the county. Anywhere 
one went, it seemed, buildings were being 


wrecked to save taxes. No merchant or 


home-owner, unless absolutely necessary, 
cared any longer to live in the smoke, 
filth and grime. 

Then the Smoke Elimination Commit- 
tee was appointed, and after what 
seemed like years, its report and rec- 
ommendations were made. Soon there- 
after, the anti-smoke ordinance 
passed. In the relatively short time 
that ordinance has been in effect, won- 
ders have been achieved. 

County dwellers are now returning to 
the city, and though we do, at times, 
still have mild smoke palls, they are noth- 
ing compared to those we had in the 
past. I sincerely believe that, if given 
time, Mr. Tucker will succeed in dimin- 
ishing even these. 

Now the anti-esmoke law is being sub- 
jected to a variety of ‘attacks. First 
someone seeks to test its validity; an- 
other group seeks to have a chemically 
treated fuel from nearby mines legalized 
as smokeless. 

I don’t know whether the anti-smoke 
law as written will pass the legal test. 
We can only repose confidence in the 
men who wrote the law, and the hope 
that the higher court will read into it 
the wishes of the large majority of St. 
Louisans. 

I do feel, however, that Mr. Tucker, 
Mr. Ford and the others of the Smoke 
Elimination Committee are men of the 
highest sincerity. If they question this 
chemically treated or processed fuel, it 
is only because they have spent months 
in quest of a cheaper smokeless fuel, 
preferably from Illinois, and have found 
no such simple answer as this. 

It is time for St. Louisana to wake up. 
Our anti-smoke law is in jeopardy, and 
what we took years to accomplish may 
be wrecked in a single day. 

Don’t think this present clear air of 
St. Louis is your inheritance. You 
may wake up some morning coughing, to 
find black smoke again pouring from 
the chimineys.

to farmers who are required by circumstances be- 
yond their control to start afresh, 

The House committee complaint that the FSA is 
“carrying on experiments in collective farming” on 
what “appears” to be a Communistic basis is just so 
much moonshine.. Co-operation has characterized 
American farmitig from that first crop harvested 
by the Pilgrims. Frontier farmers raised one an- 
other’s barns. Their sons cut ‘and threshed one 
another’s wheat. Thousands of farmers today buy 
material and supplies through voluntary. co-opera- 
tives, 

The test of the success of reducing Government 
expenditures so as to release more funds for the 
war effort is not to be told alone from appropria- 
tions allotted to such an agency as the FSA. The 
only test that is worth anything is whether the 
reduction enables the Government to save. If the 
reduction forces it to pay out more somewhere else, 
there is no saving. The FSA is making formerly 
depressed farmers self-supporting. It is lifting 
marginal producers out of the economic morass 
formed by the depression. 

Here is the testimony of an observer who has 
seen its results and knows what he is talking about 
—Murray D. Lincoln, executive secretary of the 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation: 


None of the other Government agricultural 
programs, or farm organization programs, either, 
in the main, ever effectively reached the low- 
income groups of farms until the FSA was es- 
tablished. And even yet, they haven’t been able . 
to reach all who need it. 


As the FSA has sought to help shattered farm 
homes pull themselves together and start over on a 
scientific basis, so has the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration been the means for extending vital 
power to farms which had long been denied needed 
electricity. The relation of power on the farms to 
increased production for the war is too evident to 
need more than pointing out. 

The increase in employment and the decrease in 
farm surpluses will measure the extent of the need 
for the Surplus Marketing Administration. But any 
thought at all will show that it is too soon to 
abolish its facilities for getting farm products to 
those who lack them. Whatever the demands of the 
war for workers, we will have our unemployables, 
broken in health and morale by the depression and 
otherwise unfit for the hot pace of wartime industry. 

Higher prices will not solve the problems which 
the war is visiting on the farmer any more than 
higher prices will protect the rest of us from the 
burden of the war. Higher prices will not replace 
young farmers who are being taken into armed 
forces. They will not provide tractors and other 
farm machinery whose manufacture is stopped by 
the war. They will not produce fertilizer, or horses 
and mules. ; 

But there is something higher prices will do. They 
will push the spiral of living costs upward. They 
will do their part toward bringing inflation and all 
that inflation méans. They will prove a terrible 
boomerang which will circle back and catch the 
farmer in whose name they are sought. The farmer, 
like everyone else, will fall a victim to the dev- 
astating consequences. 

The concern of Secretary of Agriculture Wickard 
about the farm outlook is fully justified. For all 
the demand for agricultural products, that outlook 
is far from bright. The farm situation needs in- 
telligent and helpful ministration in Washington. 
It needs to be seen as an integral—indeed, basic— 
part of the nation’s mighty war effort. 

But two things above all else it does not need. 
It does not need a reckless slashing of Government 
services which have a retord of measurable social 
gains. It does not need to provide a field day for 
those ‘who have-never been in sympathy with the 
New Deal’s pioneering efforts to improve the lot of 
the men and women who raise the nation’s food. 

And it does not need runaway prices. It does not 
need to feed a deadly spiral which could only collapse 
in time and crush us all, ° 
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PAPER SAVING AND PAPER WASTE IN THE ARMY.

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BAD BREAK BY SUPERINTENDENT ANDERSON. 

After Charles .J. Dyer, Board of Education mem- 
ber, had charged at an Instruction Committee meet- 
ing Tuesday night that 40 St. Louis teachers are in- 
competent and 16 are “deadbeats,” Superintendent 
Anderson made a reckless and most unfortunate 
Statement. Instead of discussing the. charge, he 
turned hotly to reporters and said: “We don’t want 
this published; if you do, we'll have to keep the 
newspapers out of these meetings.”

NO MORE COMPETITIVE BIDS. 

Not how cheaply arms can be made but how 
quickly is the watchword of the new War Production 
Board.

HAT is to be the “shape of things to 

come” in our Western Hemisphere? 

This question, debated in public and 
private from Washington to Buenos Aires, 
hangs upon the verdict of the war which 
has now drawn almost every living man 
into its orbit. 

No reckoning can overlook the prime im- 
portance in war and peace of the relations 
among the nations of this hemisphere. 

The governments of the 20 republics of 
the South are today pledged to loyal team- 
work with the United States. That is the 
meaning of the conference at Rio de Ja- 
neiro. 

The commitments of governments reflect 
the sentiments of the rank and file of Latin 
Americans. We Americans are united to 
a degree never dreamed of in happier days. 
This miracle has been wrought by war. 

Let us beware of over-confidence. There 
are bulky fears which still block consum- 
mation of a solid all-American front. The 
chief of all these fears was expressed to 
me by a thoughtful Mexican friend soon 
after Pearl Harbor. 

“You ask me,” he said, “why¥ we don’t 
all leap on the bandwagon with the United 
States. Let me tell you. Some of us 
wonder whether the United States will stick 
by us when the shooting is over. You love 
us now, when you need us. Will you love 
us, when the threat of Germany and Japan 
is removed? 

“Furthermore, my friend, there are many 
of us in Mexico and elsewhere in Latin 
America who fear lest out of the war and 
out of the peace there will come such ex- 
tension of the imperial power of the United 
States that we will simply be gobbled up.” 

There is the heart of the matter. The 
argument is not empty rhetoric, 


The threat of a new imperialism which 
would devour Latin America is a real one. 
It is implicit in the very nature of the lands 
to the South. Latin America is the logical 
and natural target for all contrivers of 
empire, whether they be as wicked as the 
Germans, as treacherous as the Japanese— 
as pure as the Americans. Latin America 
has almost every element to incite cupidity, 
to render defense futile. 

We must risk candor. There are truths 
about Latin America which many Latin 
Americans prefer to ignore. I put them 
down as I see them, and I ask my Latin 
American friends to bear with me—and to 
}debate them if I am wrong. I suggest 
i — of vulnerability:

mechanism, his eyes roving the 
ocean for a target. 

“Just one chance at ’em, just one 
chance,” he shouted savagely.

Their faces were not nice to see.

His dazed mind could not compre- 
hend this battle-gray monster of 
the air. 

But it was the man in the stern 
sheets that all of us in the bomber 
plane will remember the longest. 
There he sat with his elbows 
pulled tight against his sides, 
hunched over, with clenched fist 
on his lap. He gazed dead ahead 
fixedly, with the hard, cold face of 
a man who is bitter and revenge- 
ful. When the others looked up, 
or waved, he still kept his face 
forward. A vise could not have 
held him more rigidly. 

His white cap and his place in 
the boat marked him as an officer, 
probably the skipper.

Serve with hard 
sauce. Yield, 12 small dumplings 
(six servings). 

Hard Sauce. 

One tablespodn butter, two cups 
confectioners’ sugar, two table- 
spoons irradiated evaporated milk, 
on teaspoon vanilla extract. 

Cream butter and gradually add 
the sugar and milk. Stir in the va- 
nilla. More milk may be needed 
to make sauce soft enough to beat 
well. Keep chilled until ready to 
serve. Yield, six servings.

were four Dutch cruisers 
available in the first place; two 
were lost and one damaged. There 
is no suggestion that British, 
American or Australian cruisers 
are present in any numbers; orig- 
inally there .were three United 
States cuisers on the Asiatic sta- 
tion, but some of these may have 
been damaged during previous 
fighting. The Dutch have lost sev- 
eral of their destroyers. Subma- 
rines alone cannot stop a deter- 
mined naval thrust; the limita- 
tions of the type are too great, 
and too well understood. 

As for air operations, much de- 
pended on whether the Japanese 
could establish fighter bases on 
Java itself, There are indications 
that this has been accomplished. 
At least the planes have been 
functioning very successfully from 
Sumatra, and possibly Bal. WHarly 
in the invasion the two main Jap- 
anese thrusts, in the Indramajoe 
and Rembang regions, seemed to 
have been without much fighter 
support. But dispatches now in- 
dicate the Allied air strength is 
waning, that Japanese fighters are 
appearing in‘ larger numbers, 

It is quite possible that the 
Allies suffered heavy bomber 
losses in their attacks on the in- 
vasion fleets, and that now they 
do not have enough bombers to 
prevent the Japanese from setting 
up fighter bases on the. coastal 
plains into which the invaders 
have penetrated, as the German 
bombers prevented the British 
from doing in Norway. 

The number of Dutch and Allied 
troops in Java was much exagger- 
ated in the first reports, which 
spoke of anywhere from 100,000 to 
250,000 men. Actually, the figures 
reported by Dutch sources in Lon- 
don—50,000 Dutch and  »native 
troops and a “few thousand” Amer- 
icans, Australians and British— 
are far closer to the truth. Such 
a force, with waning air support 
and with the backbone of its naval 
strength broken, cannot hold Java 
indefinitely. It may be. able to fall 
back to a mountain stronghold and 
there put up a long hard fight, 
as Gen. Douglas MacArthur is do- 
ing in Bataan. 

Dutch courage and Dutch leader- 
ship have so far shown themselves 
quite equa] to their responsibili- 
ties. But, unless the right type 


and the right amount of reinforce-|* 


ments can reach Java very quickly 
indeed, we had better prepare our 
selves for bad news. . 

The ability of the Dutch to con- 
tinue to hold even part of Java 
may turn on their ability to re- 
sist newly-landed invasion forces 
and covering the approaches to the 
port of Tijilatjap, on the southern 
coast of the island—the only South 
Java port which has adequate pro- 
tection from the heavy Indian 
Ocean swells. Even this port was 
under air attack, the Dutch ad- 
mitted today. 

The one bright spot in. this 
gloomy situation is the extent of 
the Japanese losses, particularly in 
ships. The Japanese Navy and 
merchant marine are not of in- 
exhaustible size. Every Japanese 
cruiser, for example, which goes 
down in the Java Sea is a cruiser 
which will not be raiding our com- 
munications in the Indian Ocean, 
nor defending Japan's Pacific 
bases 
tions against our carrier raids. 


It seems probable that at the 


moment Japan has not more than 
16 or 17 cruisers left fit for serv- 


ice, while we have 388 (including |. 


the new ones of the Atlanta class 
and excluding those of the Asiatic 
fleet). This gives us a distinct 
advantage in all raiding, cagcring 
and screening operations; of which 
the cruiser is the backbone. If 
that advantage can now be ex- 
ploited—and that it may. be, the 
announcement of a task force op- 
erating “west of the Gilbert 
islands” is a heartening indica- 
tion—something may yet be done 
to partly restore the Pacific situa- 
tion by the only means which will 
ever serve our purposes there: Of- 
fensive action..

Such people, 

however, are not showing the symptoms of insanity. They are 

perfectly normal in their intelligence, but are simply enmeshed 

in emotional conflicts. They may require some professional 

advice to attain peace of mind and happiness, but they need 

not wérry about going insane, é¢ven if they don't get such 
psychological counsel. 
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LITERALLY MILLIONS of people at one time or another 
work themselves up to a frenzy of worry about the subject of 
insanity. Then they get doubly scared lest their fretting about 
the subject-will actually bring on insanity. I can: relieve your 
apprehension at once on this point by saying. that the mind is 
just as difficult to lose by worrying, as is your hand, You 
know very well that worry will not cause your hand to drop 


off. Neither will it make you lose your mind, so snap out of 
your doldrums. Many types of insanity result from chemical 
poisons and infection. Syphilis, for example, is a fruitful 
cause, for the germs of this disease can attack the brain just 
as well as the blood vessels. But don’t get alarmed, even if 
you have syphilis, for diligent medical treatments will kill the 
germs. Once they are destroyed and you,have a negative Kahn 
or Wassermann, you can cease worrying. Dead spirochetes, or 
syphilitic germs, cannot harm your mind.

SCHIZOPHRENIA, FORMERLY called dementia praecox, 
is one very common type of insanity for which we can find 
no chemical or infectious origin.

Daydreamers haven't enough external pleasures 
and possessions to keep their attention anchored to reality. See 
that such children have many and pleasant ties to the external 
world so they will not wish to flee from it.

Income Tax Problems 
By Alexander R. ee 


ARTICLE FIVE. 
WASHINGTON, March 4. 

ANY income taxpayers make 
mistakes in taking credit for 
dependents. The head of a 
family is allowed a credit of $400 
for each dependent under 18 years 
of age or physically or mentally 

unable to support himself. 
‘Thousands of income taxpayers 
who have supported jobless or 
destitute relatives have been under 
the impression they could make 


$400 deduction in all such cases. + 


For example, a wage earner or a 

business owner who during 1941 
was the principal support of his 
unemployed 30-year-old brother 
and his 20-year-old jobless son is 
not allowed dependency credits for 
either of them unless they were 
physically or mentally unable to 
support themselves under normal 
circumstances. 
“If a taxpayer has the status of 
head of family solely because of 
the existence of one or more de- 
pendents for whom he would 
otherwise be entitled to the credit 
of $400, the credit of $400 in re- 
spect of one of such dependents is 
not allowable. 

For example, a widower who is 
the head of a family because he is 
maintaining a home’for two de- 
pendent children under 18-is only 
allowed the credit of $400 for one 
such dependent. 

Tax officials say there is also 
considerable confusion over head 
of family exemptions. In many 
families, two or more wage-earn- 
ing. members have sought the 
$1500 head of family deduction. 

For Federal income tax purposes 


there can be only one head of a 
family. In addition to being the 
chief financial support, the head of 
a family must be related by blood, 
marriage, or adoptions to his de- 
pendents. And he must have a 
legal or moral obligation to exer- 
cisé family control over them and 
provide for their care. 

Thousands of wage earners nezg- 
lect to take the allowance of 10 
per cent credit on earned income. 
On the other hand, many taxpay- 
ers make ridiculous deductions for 
admission taxes and automobile 
expense, 

A classic case is that of a tax- 
payer with an income of $2000 
who claimed that he paid $200 in 
movie admission taxes, which 
would inticate he spent his entire 
yearly earnings on the movies. He 
was stumped when the Internal 
Revenue Bureau asked him _to 
show his ticket stubs.

ONE OF THE TRULY first- 
rate scientists of our time was 
Sir Charles Sherrington. I doubt 


if his name will mean anything 


‘at all to the first half-dozen even 
well-informed laymen that you 
meet, and yet he has been one of 
the greatest contributors to the sci- 
ence of the physiology of the brain 
and the nervous system of all time. 

His last book, “Man on His Na- 


ture,” is a comparison of the ideas + 


of a French physician, Jean Fer- 
nel, who wrote a book, “On Hidden’ 
Causes,” in 1542, the first modern 
textbook of physiology, with our 
present conceptions of physiology. 

At the very outset of such a com- 
parison, one is struck with the fact 
that Fernel and the modern phys- 
iologist hardly speak the same lan- 
guage; they do not research with 
the same tools. What did Fernel 
know about electrons or nerve im- 
pulses—all the chemical reactions, 
the physical reflexes in the body 
with which the modern physiolo- 
gist deals? 


But both the old scientist and the 
new speculate as to what is the ul- 
timate nature of man; and both of 
them agree that man is essentially 
mind. 


How can we envisage “mind”? ” 


Energy does not answer the ques- 
tion. For Sherrington, the mod- 
ern, as for Fernel, “man’s mind 
goes therefore in our spatial world 
more ghostly than a ghost. Invis- 
ible, een. it is a thing not 
ever of outline. It remains with- 
out sensual confirmation. Stripped 
to nakedness, there remains to it 
but itself. What then does that 
amount to? All that counts in life, 
Desire, zest, truth, life, knowledge, 
values, hell’s depth and heaven’s 
utmost height.” To this concept of 
“mind,” Sherrington adds the per- 
ceived world—together they make 
up the sum total for us; they are 
all we have.

Wellston and surrounding county 
area until the USO moved in. 
This tiny, white brick, single coun- 
ter restaurant has missed none of 
its coffee-and trade since then, 
but as a social center it’s definitely 
lost ground. Instead,. girls from 
the defense plants have been 
spending their leisure hours when 
time hangs heavy on their hands, 
across the street at the United 
Service Organizations center for 
women, at 1474 Hodiamont ave- 
nue, the first USO women’s center 
in St. Louis area and one of the 
few in the country. 


The 4 o’clock daytime shift had 
just got off duty at many of the 
plants when we stopped in the 
center. From the outside it is 
merely another store building, 
discreetly screened from the street 
by venetian blinds. Inside, it is a 
large room, furnished with maple 
lounges and chairs, bookcases, a 
piano, a ping-pong table, several 
typewriters, a coke dispensing 
machine, and the ever-present 
juke box playing the currently 
ever-present “Deep in the Heart 
of Texas.” Several dozen girls 
were at the center, girls dressed 
in sweaters and skirts, in daytime 
dresses, some in the slacks or 
overalls they wear at their jobs. 


“Many people think of the USO 
as a military operation entirely,” 
Helen Wood, one of the directors 
of the center, told us as we sat 
in her small office, just off the 
main club room, “They don’t know 
that about 10 per cent of the funds 
collected for the USO were in- 
tended for organizations just like 
this for women—women in defense 
industries, women who have en- 
tered occupations that are not 
necessarily defense work, but as 
a result of defense, and the wives 
of defense workers. 

“Our club is the first women’s 
center in St. Louis, and we dont 
knew of many in other cities. It’s 
sponsored by two of the USO or- 
ganizations, the Young Women's 
Christian Association, which I rep- 
resent, and the National Catholic 
Community Service, Women's Divi- 
sion, represented by Mary L. Mc- 
Partlin.”

saying. Previously there was no 
similar place for girls to go if they 
worked split shifts or night shifts, 
or for some other reason had odd 
hours to spend. Fear that the 
taverns might become the poor 
girls’ Stork Club was one of the 
reasons for the establishment of 
the center. 


“Because there’s absolutely no 
place to go around here except 
taverns and hamburger stands,” 
Miss McPartlin said. “Some of the 
churches and settlement houses 
have small places in thig vicinity 
but not enough room, Ag one of 
the girls said the other day, ‘Boys 
always have bowling and billiard 
halls where they can go and kil 
time, but there’s no place for us.” 

It has been estimated that more 
than 35,000 defense workers have 
moved to St. Louis. It is natural 
to suppose that many of these are 
young married women defense 
workers, or wives of workers who 
have trouble making adjustments 
or finding companionship, 


“And the number of out-of-town 
workers is increasing by leaps and 
bounds,” Miss Wood pointed out, 
“in spite of the employers’ prefer- 
ence for local girls, They’re pressed 
for skilled workers and girls com- 
ing in from small towns are getting 
jobs if they qualify. 

“Of course, a lot of them aren't 
getting jobs and that’s creating a 
problem, They land in restaurants 
and honky tonks, working for a 
dollar a night and tips, and that’s 
created a definite social problem, 
too, and one that the Civilian De- 


fense Committee on Health and 


Welfare is very much concerned 
with. We've tried to help many of 
these girls get the defense jobs 
they came here for, and many of 
them are getting better jobs. We 
ourselves are not, acting as a social 
agency but a reference agency. 
We contact the Missouri State Em- 
ployment service and the different 
industries for them, but we make 


~ #t clear that we’re not running an 


employment service. 


“Most of our work has been in- 
dividual counseling,” she con- 
tinued. “Sometimes girls need ad- 
vice with family problems. Other 
times they’re not able to find a 
place to stay. The other evening 
we heard some of the girls dis- 
cussing who would take so-and-so 
home for the night and we found 
that one girl had no place to stay 
at all. We have a register service 


for girls seeking living accommo- 
dations and we investigate both 
the girl and the place and try to 
find the place where she'd be 
happiest.” 


To keep a check on girls who 
come to the center, each girl is 
given an informal questionnaire 
to fill out. It asks such questions 
as Who are you? How old are you? 
Where do you live? What do you 
do? What are your hobbies? 
Where do you come from? What 
hours do you work? and the vital, 
Married or still looking?

UITE a few of the girls, they 
QQeoune, work at the Carter Car- 

uretor Co., others at the small 
arms plant, and a few come from 
Curtiss-Wright and Robinson 
plants. Some of the defense plants 
have their own lounging rooms 
but girls seem to prefer getting 
away from work. We talked to 
one girl, in overalls and checked 


jacket, who said she worked the | 


seven-to-three shift at Carter Car- 
buretor. Another is taking nurses’ 
training at Barnes Hospital, her 
hours from 11 at night until 7 in 
the morning. Still another said 
she checked bullets at one of the 
defense plants. “It’s very inter- 
esting work,” she added politely. 
“They talk a great deal about 
their work,” Miss McPartlin said, 
“and we try to impress on them 
the importance of their work, and 
the fact that—according to latest 
figures—it takes 16 workers in a 
factory to keep one soldier going. 
“Their conversation is about 
equally divided between jobs and 
boy frinds. Many of them have 
boy friends in the Army and most 
of them have brothers or other rel- 
atives in service. One girl has two 
brothers at Pearl Harbor. They 
bring letters and pictures to show 
us, and since the USO furnishes 
stationery, too, they keep our type- 
writers busy. The typewriters are 
almost as popular as the ping- 
pong table, and as for it, we could 
have three of them in use all the 


‘ time,” 


“The girls work such varying 
shifts that we should have this 
Place open for 24 hours a day,” 
Miss Wood added. “Some of them 
come off,work at 12 midnight and 
they’re still too keyed up to go 
home and go to bed. They’d like 
something to do from 1 until 3 
o’clock in the morning.

Economical Menus 
By Meta Given 


T may sound paradoxical to say 
J enet a whole green pepper—one 

that is served stuffed and baked 
—has more Vitamin A than the 
Same green pepper if you chop it 
and saute it and serve it in a 
creole sauce. But research has 
revealed that carrots lose much of 
their Vitamin A content when they 
are grated or even sliced very 
thin, and it is to be assumed that 
the same is true of peppers and 
other vegetables too. Oxidation 
is the natural enemy of Vitamin 
A, and the more finely a food is 
divided, the more surface is ex- 
posed to the air. Of course there 
is less loss in a food which is cut 
up and eaten raw than in one 
which is cut up and .cooked; and 
when cooking is necessary, the 
best way to preserve the most 
Vitamin A is in the whole state. 
The stuffing suggested for today’s 
green peppers is a particularly 
tasty one. It uses the lamb you 
saved from yesterday's braised 
lamb shanks—or if you didn’t you 
can, of course, substitute any other 
cooked meat, from chicken to 
canned spiced ham. 
Stuffed Green Peppers With Lamb. 

Four green peppers, two cups 
leftover macaroni and cheese, one 
cup ground cooked lamb, two tea- 
spoons butter. 

Remove tops and seeds from 
green peppers. Parboil five min- 
utes and drain. Combine macaroni 
and ground meat, adding salt if 
necessary, and stuff into peppers. 
Dot with butter. Set peppers in a 
pan containing one-half inch hot 
water and bake in a hot oven 
(425 degrees) for 20 to 25 minutes 
or until peppers are tender. Four 
servings.

T cannot be reiterated too often 
that the opening lead should be

West, oblivious to the informa- 
tion that he should have gained 
from the opponents’ 


lead and was satisfied that he had 
found it in the spade queen. Act- 
ually, of course, he made matters 
absurdly easy for the declarer. 
After taking out two rounds of 
trumps, declarer established the 
heart suit and thus provided for 
his losing diamonds. West, on 
winning with the heart ace, drew 
another trump and prevented the 
ruffing of one losing club, but the 
contract itself became a laydown. 

This was not one of the hands in 
which to select a safe opening. The 
opponents had bid three suits and 
-it was fairly obvious that unless 
diamonds were opened, defensive 
tricks in that suit might evaporate. 
West himself had control of hearts 
and it did not require great im- 
agination to foresee that dummy’s 
announced heart suit might become 
established very quickly. With 
clubs bid at his right, West had 
no reason to attack that suit. 
Thus, although West's particular 
holding did not make a diamond 
lead attractive, that lead still 
should have been made on the 
facts adduced from the bidding. 
Obviously, a diamond opening 
would have established two dia- 
mond tricks for the defenders be- 
fore the heart ace could be re- 
moved, and insured defeat of the 
contract.

Gin Rummy 
By Josephine Culbertson 


ARTICLE TWELVE. 


ARTNERSHIP Gin Rummy, 

with four, six or more players, 

is scored the same as the two- 
handed game, but there are sev- 
eral cases in which you do not 
play the same as you would in a 
two-handed game. In one unusual 
case it pays to lose. 


It was explained yesterday that 
partners divide up and play sep- 
arate two-handed games against 
members of the opposing team, but 
that all their results are pooled. 
Thus, in a four-handed partner 
ship game between A-B and C-D, 
if “A” beats “C” by 12 points, and 
“B” loses to “D” by 9 points, A-B 
win the hand by 3 points, and 
will later collect the 20-point box 
bonus, 

Suppose you are playing in a 
four-handed game and, toward the 
end of a hand, you find yourself 
with this holding, with a discard 
to make: 

Spade K. 

Diamond 5-4-3-2. 

Spade 9-8-7. 

Heart 6—Spade 3—Club A. 

Ordinarily you would not dare 
knock with a count of 10 during 
the late stages of the game, How- 
ever, in this case your partner 
has already finished his hand, and 
has won by 22 points. This changes 


it does not greatly matter wheth- 
er you lose the hand or not. The 
best your opponent can do is to 
reduce his own count to zero and 
score 10 points for beating you 
plus 10 points for the difference 
in scores. This will give him 20 
points and your side will still win 
the hand by 2 points, getting the 
box bonus later. Probably you 
will not lose by more than 12 or 
13 points, while there ig always 
the chance that ‘you may win. If 
you do not. knock and your oppo- 
nent goes gin, he may win the 
hand by as much as 30 points and 
your, partnership will have lost 
the hand and-the 20-point box 
bonus as well. 

When you have a sure team vic- 
tory by knocking, and a possible 
defeat if you do not knock, nat- 
urally you knock and‘take the 
sure thing. 

In any partnership Gin Rummy 
game you should learn to play for 
the good of the whole team. One 
thing to remember is this: If you 
are dealt a very bad hand, start re- 


the situation entirely. If you knock, | 


ducing it immediately, even if it 
lessens your chance of beating your 
opponent. The important thing is 
not to let him beat you by an 
enormous score, which would ruin 
the chance of your team. Suppose 
you are dealt this: 

Spade K, Heart K. 

Diamond Q, Club 10, Heart 8, 

Spade 9, Diamond 9-7-6, 

Heart 5. 

Playing a two-handed game, if 
the up-card or your opponent’s first 
discard were a four or five, you 
would not pick it up. In partner- 
ship play, however, you would pick 
up any card worth five points or 
less, merely to reduce your count. 
With a better hand, in which there 
is less danger, you may play your 
normal] game, however. 

In partnership games there is 
often a question of how to apply 
the rules of two-handed Gin Rum- 
my. I explained in a previous ar- 
ticle that looking back at the dis- 
cards is not allowed unless the 
players agree beforehand that it 
will ‘be permitted. In partnership 
games, the different players may 
have different preferences in this 
matter. “A” and “C” may be op- 
posed in one game, and may wish 
to look at the discards; “B” and 
“D”, who are opponents in the oth- 
er game, may prefer not to. In 
this case, “A” and “C” have a per- 
fect right to look at them, and “B” 
and “D” are equally entitled to for- 
‘bid looking at them. 

Here is a point of etiquette with 
respect to looking back at discards, 
If nothing has been said before the 
beginning of the hand, Vt is illegal 
to look at them, and it is not fair 
to ask your opponent, in the middle 
‘of the hand, to let you look through 
the discards. You should wait and 
bring the matter up at the begin- 
ning of the next hand. The fact 
that you wish to look at the dis- 
cards means it is advantageous to 
you to do so, and therefore disad- 
vantageous to your opponent. Any 
rule, to be fair, must work both 
ways. “ 

The official Gin Rummy laws do 
not require that the cards be cut 
before they are dealt- Many peo- 
ple, in two-handed games, consider 
it a waste of time to cut the cards. 
However, it is good form to offer 
the deck to your opponent for a 
cut, when you are to deal, unless 
he signifies that he does not care 


to cut.
